To some there is optimism that the errors 
will be avoided this time, that hopes will be 
realized, dedications discovered. To others 
there may be dread at what 1961 will bring 
and concern over our ability to cope with 
the problems. But no one can really avoid 
meditating about the New Year for we 
must always count the minutes and the 
days and especially the years that make up 
the time we have. 


If we had a prayer for the Xew Year we 


might ask to find ourselves, as individuals, 
as a nation, so as to recognize the tasks and 
the dangers, the limitations and the visions, 
the trivia and the challenges. For this we 
misht ask, with Louis Umermeyer's Cali- 
ban — "Lord . . . fling us a handful of 
stars:'' 


Urban Renewal and the Mall Plan 


Willard Downing, executix-e director of 


the Urban Renewal Authority of Milwau- 
kee, has some interesting thoughts which 
should hold the attention of every city 
dweller. 


These people, seeing large areas of 


blighted sections of the city leveled clear 
to provide the way for new modern hous- 
ing, probably ask themselves how they 
benefit from that work. Obviously only a 
few people will occupy the new housing 
and perhaps it will appear to most city 
dwellers that those people are getting a 
free ride at the expense of other taxpayers. 
In answer to this question Downing pre- 
sented a picture of renewal development 
formed by the city of Milwaukee in its 
Third ward. Some 32 acres of land in that 
ward were cleared of dismal wreckage of 
old buildings which made a slum area. 
The entire 12 blocks was paying to the city 
only S55.000 in taxes. After the land was 
cleared and the restoration work perform- 
ed a single block was able to return to 
the city S 120.000 in taxes. 


A large part of the money for this work 


doubtless was supplied by the federal gov- 
ernment. Nevertheless the taxpayers of 
Milwaukee were required to make a con- 
tribution and some who may have- com- 
plained about being taxed to clear this 
slum area and provide homes for some- 
one else now are benefiting by about 
£70.000 a year in their tax program. This is 
more than likely sufficient to pay interest 
on the original investment and to retire 
the cost 


The same question arises in other 


cities when people consider the possibilities 
of a mall plan. This is not a restoration 
plan but rather a proposal to prevent the 
deterioration of the downtown district and 
to encourage private owners to invest in it. 
Xevenheless, many taxpayers oppose the 
plan on the ground that they will be taxed 
to put it into effect. However, it is easy to 
see this plan to prevent deterioration of- 
fers the same benefits to the taxpayer at a 
much smaller cost than the restoration pro- 
grams which are being carried on in many 
cities. 


The deterioration of the downtown 


business section of American cities usually 
is caused by traffic congestion. The traf- 
fic becomes so heavy that full business use 
of property is prevented. Businessmen tend 
to seek other locations. The effect on the 
city treasury is the same as that caused by 
loss of revenue in slum areas. However, the 
protection of the downtown area is much 
less expensive and more profitable than 
any restoration program could be. 


Xevenheless. Mr. Downing says that 


the benefits of restoration are so great that 
a city could afford to give away the land it 
cleared knowing full well that within a few 
years the entire cost would be returned, 
plus dividends, through property tax pay- 
ments. 


Such drastic action is not required in 


most instances and nothing even approach- 
ing it is suggested by mall plans. Xeverthe- 
less. the benefits from such planning could 
be much greater than any that could pos- 
sibly be perceived from a restoration pro- 
gram in a slum area. 


What About Holes-in-Qne? 


A Republican senator has warned that a 


ban on photographs of President-Elect 
John Kennedy playing golf indicates that 
the Democrats are going to clamp a secrecy 
lid upon White House and governmental 
activities. Obviously this endangers the 
public's Right to Know. 


The years of cartoons, sniffs, jokes and 


complaints about the time President Eisen- 
hower spent on the links, the controversy 
over the "White House putting green and 
the inconvenience to Washington squirrels 


apparently has prompted the ban. But the 
foolishness of the order is that most people 
recognize that the president needs relaxa- 
tion and the unpredictable passage of a 
golf ball is one way to take the mind off the 
whims of Congress and the whoops of 
Khrushchev. 


President-Elect Kennedy is reputed to 


shoot in the thirties. What red-blooded 
American man in whatever position of na- 
tional importance doesn't want his picture 
taken doing that? 


It Maketh Glad Anyway 


A few years ago the French were almost 


ready to withdraw from NATO because 
American soft drinks had invaded the land. 
At the same time there was trouble at 
home from a premier who publicly drank 
inilk and a drive by the government to 
curb alcoholism especially among children 
who carried bottles of wine with their 
school lunches. 


But the opposition fought back. This 


year the World Gastronomic Congress held 
its first meeting in Paris and awarded 
prizes for slogans in defense of wine. 


There was some worry about the 


charges of alcoholism and the third prize 
slogan firmly said "No to alcoholism, yes 
to our fine French wines." Another went 


even further in that "the greatest enemy 
of alcoholism is wine." There was the ap- 
peal to national honor — "to disparage 
wine is to disparage France!" Another fell 
back on tradition — "if it were harmful, 
wine could not have lasted 3,000 years." 
But the greatest emphasis was on the 
theory that "to love wine is to love life." 
And the first prize winner — of one hun- 
dred bottles of fine wine naturally — 
simply said that "a wineless meal is a sad 
meal."' which sounds more euphonious in 
French than in English.

tronomic Congress. From apertif to cham- 
pagne, truffled pheasant pate to crepes, it 
was the best wined and dined convention in 
the world.

•The Best From AMERICAN HERITAGE' 
first to Cross the Continent 


BY MORTON M. BUST 


Eleven years before Lew-is 


and Clark set out on their 
famous expedition, the man who 
would first conquer the continent 
was already on the last lap of 
his trip, paddling up an un- 
known river in western Canada 
2,000 miles beyond the frontiers 
of civilization. 


He was Alexander Mackenzie, 


a 30-year-old Scotsman in the 
fur trade. Mackenzie was at- 
tempting to breach the fabled 


By a sirange quirk of 


fate, Alexander Macken- 
zie is remembered for a 
icilure. Yet he was the 
first men to cross the 
North 
American conti- 


Rookies, thread his way through 
the unknown rivers, chasms and 
forests of the West, and slip un- 
harmed through more than 600 
miles of savage-infested wilder- 
ness. 


Ostensibly, profit was his mo- 


tive: a ..-.an could become rich 
in a decade of fur trading if he 
survived it and if he kept bring- 
ing in the pehs. But there was 
more to it than potential profit. 
For. once the idea seized him of 
being the first man to complete 
the crossing of the continent, it 
would not let him go. 


First Effort Failure 


In 1789. Mackenzie finally 


launched himself and a small 
party of car.oemen on a broad 
river that flowed west from 
Great Slave Lake, hoping it 
would earn- him to the Pacific. 
Fifteen hundred miles later, he 
and his men found themselves 
canoeing along the shores of the 
Arctic Ocean, with the huge 
bulk of Alaska still between 
them and the Pacific. 


Bitterly disappointed, he re- 


turned to his trading post in cen- 
tral Canada, but the dream 
would not leave him in peace. 
In 1791 he made the long, hard 
trip back to Montreal, and 
thence to London, where he 
studied astronomy and naviga- 
tion until he felt ready. The next 
year he came back to Canada 
and journeyed again to the 
trading regions, finally pushing 
hundreds of miles beyond the 
last of them to build himself a 
new outpost in which to pass 
the winter — Fork Fort on the 
Peace River in what is now 
northern Alberta. In the spring 
he readied his supplies, and on 
May 9, 1793, he and nine men- 
one Scotsman, six French-Ca- 
nadians, and two Indians hunt- 
ers — pushed off to conquer the 
Rocky Mountains in a canoe. 


At first the trip went smooth- 


ly. For eight days the men pro- 
ceeded up the Peace River into 
the foothills of the Rockies. 
Then, on May 17. they could for 
the first time see the faint 
snow-capped peaks of the Rock- 
ies. 


Narrow Escape 


Soon afterward their troubles 


began. In the Peace River Can- 
yon, they had to fight for every 
yard against the rushing water, 
with the fragile canoe creaking 
and lurching. Their goods got 
soaked, had to be dried in the 
sun. were repacked and got 
soaked again. 


The next day was even worse. 


They reached a spot

which they could see nothing 
ahead but rapids. There was a 
narrow beach of broken rock 
fragments just wide enough to 
tow the bouncing car.oe along. 
Then suddenly one extra-violent 
wave broke over the bow and 
snapped the towline. 


Mackenzie watched horrified 


as his onlj- means of transpor- 
tation — and the men in the 
boat — were swept backwards 
toward destruction. But another 
freakish wax-e washed the ca- 
noe, unscratched. within a few 
feet of the bank. 


Several men spoke out plainly, 


saying it was impossible to pro- 
ceed. Mackenzie ignored all this 
and brusquely ordered the most 
outspoken of the men to find a 
way up tre side of the canyon to 
locate a suitable carr.p sire for 
the night. He went off to recon- 
EOiter. 


Canyon Impassable 


The canyon ahead, Mackenzie 


learned, xvas absolutely impas- 
sable He could think of no al- 
ternative except to carry the 25- 
foot canoe and its ton and a 
half of goods over the moun- 
tain, rejoining the river on the 
other side. 


At daybreak they began one 


of the most outlandish jobs of 
portaging in the ar.nals of ex- 
ploration. They began felling 
trees, dropping them parallel to 
the path, not comaietely severed 
from the stumps, to make a 
crude railing Bit by bit they 
brought everything up from the 
nver as far as the camp site. 


Mackenzie and his men to the mouth of the treach- 
They made their final dash to the Pacific in a canoe 
. as shown in this romantic painting by Frederic Rem- 


and then went back for the ca- 
noe. 


The next day the ascent be- 


came less rugged. But the 
ground was a succession of 
hills and defaes, and the woods 
gave way to thorny bnar which 
was terrible to clear away. 


By four the next afternoon, 


they saw the river before them. 
calm, wide and placid. The 
mountain portage had brought 
them out just above the beain- 
nir.g of the Peace R:ver Canyon 
and had pierced the first great 
ndce of mountains leading them 
into ire heart of the Rockies. 


On May 31 they arrived at a 


fork, and Mackenzie decided to 
take the southeast fork which 
was the Parsnip River, basing 
his decision on the advice of an 
old Indian gives months before. 


Conoe Ripped Open 


In :he following days Macken- 


zie knew many hours of despair. 
The Parsnip, now at flood, was 
difficult. Tne canoe ripped open, 
but was patched. Only Macken- 
zie's continually varied tech- 
niques of handling his men kept 
them or their way. 


Already he had come nearly 


¥f\ rourdabout miles and used 
up one month of the short-lived 
summer: if he did no: f;rd the 
legendary portage of wh-ch the 
old Indian had spoken, ail would 
be in vain.
